It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

This  past  year  brought  one  change  in  the  faculty  in 
the  school.  Mr.  Edgar  Kenney  of  Bristol,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Teachers  College,  with  a  major  in  Business 
Education  was  elected  to  replace  Mrs.  Doris  Mosher 
who  resigned  this  past  year. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  155  with  121  in  the  ele- 
mentary grades  and  34  in  the  senior  high  school.  The 
total  enrollment  last  year  was  163,  with  128  of  this  num- 
ber in  the  elementary  grades  and  35  in  the  high  school. 

During  this  past  summer  repairs  consisted  of  paint- 
ing the  outside  entrances,  painting  the  auditorium  be- 
low the  chair  rail,  installing  ceiling  in  activity  room, 
and  purchase  of  new  rug  for  teachers'  room. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  shows  that  148  chil- 
dren were  examined  for  vision,  hearing,  height  and 
weight.  Sixty-three  pupils  were  examined  by  the  school 
doctor,  twenty-seven  were  given  laboratory  tests  and 
thirty-two  were  given  blood  pressure  tests.  Defects 
found  by  the  doctor,  and  reported  to  parents,  included 
tonsils  and  adenoids  2,  glands  2,  orthopedic  3,  and  nu- 
trition 11.  Defects  found  by  the  school  nurse  and  re- 
ported to  parents  included  vision  11,  hearing  3,  skin  1, 
posture  2  and  teeth  39.  The  following  were  seen  or 
treated  by  the  family  physician:  Vision  10,  hearing  3, 
skin  1,  posture  2,  teeth  30  and  tonsils  2.  Three  dental 
clinics  and  two  orthopedic  clinics  were  held. 

The  school  lunch  program  is  being  continued  with 
approximately  90-100  children  participating  daily.  Mrs. 
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Ethel  Sansom  and  Mrs.  Viola  Nelson  have  continued  as 
operators.  Wholesome  and  palatable  lunches  are  served 
daily.  Facilities  in  the  kitchen  are  adequate  except  in 
the  area  of  dishwashing.  If  the  program  is  to  be  con- 
tinued, facilities  for  this  part  of  the  program  should  be 
improved.  The  present  program  depends  on  assistance 
from  parents  and  other  interested  women. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  of  the  district  last  year,  the 
band  program  has  been  continued  this  year  with  pupils 
receiving  instrumental  instruction  during  the  summer 
months  as  well  as  on  one  day  per  week  during  the 
school  year. 

Your  school  continues  to  use  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  testing  service  in  Grades  9  and  11.  This 
year  a  testing  program  which  will  involve  all  pupils  in 
grades  one  through  eight  will  be  carried  out  in  all  the 
North  Country  schools.  Pupils  will  be  administered 
mental  maturity  tests  and  achievement  tests.  This  is 
a  pilot  program  carried  on  cooperatively  by  the  North 
Country  superintendents  and  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  National  Forest  funds  will  defray  the  costs 
of  the  tests. 

The  statistical  report,  list  of  teachers  and  calendar 
for  next  year  will  be  found  on  separate  pages  of  this 
report. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  teaching  staff 
and  other  district  officers  for  their  continued  coopera- 
tion.

The  result  of  the  tests  can  be  used  by  these  people  in 
planning  their  courses  and  as  aids  toward  future  voca- 
tional aims. 

The  extra-curricular  activities  included  in  the  pro- 
gram are :  basketball,  baseball,  softball  for  girls,  skiing, 
socials,  and  band. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  continued  to  serve  ex- 
cellent meals  and  is  serving  about  100  meals  a  day. 

A  club  formed  by  the  junior  high  school  girls  meets 
regularly  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carolyn  Currie 
and  Mrs.  Karleen  Tibbetts. 

May  I  again  extend  to  you,  the  members  of  the  school 
board,  the  members  of  the  faculty,  the  pupils  and  the 
citizens,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  spirit  of  help  and 
cooperation  throughout  the  school  year.

Your  Town  Report  and  Your  People's 
Information 


Your  Region  Association  has  had  in  1955  one  of  the  most  active 
years.  Naturally,  the  highlight  was  the  Presidential  visit  in  June,  and 
we  were  honored  by  taking  a  direct  part  in  various  phases  of  the 
planning  which  went  on  for  months  previous.  Seldom  has  the  limelight 
been  so  directly  centered  on  the  White  Mountains  in  a  national  scale. 

Through  all  the  complications  and  confusion  surrounding  that 
planning  we  somehow  found  time  to  carry  on  our  normal  schedule  of 
work  benefiting  our  towns.  Much  outside  travel  has  carried  the 
"message  of  the  mountains"  personally  to  Boston,  Hartford,  Spring- 
field. New  York,  and  Philadelphia.  Events  such  as  a  Guides'  Show  and 
a  Women's  Golf  Tournament  were  promoted  and  brought  gratifying 
publicity.  Stories  and  pictures  were  placed  in  many  publications,  and 
thousands  of  publicity  folders  distributed,  as  well  as  direct  mail 
answering   of   several   thousand   letters   and   cards   with   information. 

Our  annual  4-H  contest  continues  to  have  heartening  results  in 
encouraging  young  people's  efforts  through  this  fine  organization. 
Another  standby,  the  real-estate  bulletin,  has  put  property  prospects 
in  touch  with  property  owners  and  realtors  all  over  the  region. 

Is  it  all  doing  you,  the  tax-payer,  any  good?  "Yes!"  to  that.  We 
tracked  down  some  of  our  mail  inquirers  in  a  random  sample  again 
this  year.  We  found  that  out  of  just  this  small  sample  (500  letters  and 
cards)  we  had  100  parties  that  spent  just  over  $17,000  in  the  Region! 
That  represents  over  2*2  times  the  amount  appropriated  by  all  our 
towns  last  year.  We're  sure  you  would  all  be  glad  to  invest  $1.00  to 
get  back  $2.50,  any  day. 

Naturally  this  income  isn't  the  only  total  we  brought  in,  as  there 
are  many,  many  more  we  have  no  way  of  tracing.  But  it  does  show 
this  is  big  business.  It  means  that  these  people  are  paying  big  sums 
of  tax  money  that  doesn't  come  out  of  your  pockets.  With  your  con- 
tinued help  we  can  ease  the  burden  of  the  tax  load  in  all  towns, 
bringing  outside  money  to  help  pay  for  state  and  local  services  that 
otherwise  you'd  have  to  finance.
